Dr. Rutledge, facing the death 
penalty or life imprisonment if 
convicted of the first-degree mur- 
der charge placed against him as 
a result of the killing of Hatt- 
man, will be back on the witness 
stand Monday for further ques- 
tioning. ; 

Agein today Mrs. Sydney Good- 
rich Rutledge, wife of the defend- 
ant, was absent from the court- 
room. Her illicit affair with Hatt- 
man led to his fight with her hus- 
band, she testified earlier. Both 


Hattman and Mrs. Rutledge were 
employes of Emerson Electric 
Manufacturing Co., St. Louis, and 
became acquainted there.

Order Increase When 
Appeal Was Pending.

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
has been deprived of its first- 
round Missouri rate increase of 
$3,228,529 a year by court order, 
and must refund the amount of 


this increase it has been collect- 
ing, unless it can obtain a re- 
versal from the Supreme Court of 
Missouri. 

This is the effect of two de- 
cisions handed down today by 
Judge Sam C. Blair in Cole 
county circuit court. It is con- 
sidered probable that Southwest- 
ern Bell will appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, This would prevent 
Judge Bilair’s orders from going 
into effect until a final adjudica- 
tion of the controversy. 

Judge Biair’s action came only 
three days after the company had 
filed application with the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
for a $5,000,000 second-round in- 
‘crease, and while the company 
was awaiting a date for hearing 
of that request. 

“Doesn’t Change Our Need.” 

(At St. Louis, a Southwestern 
Bell spokesman declined to com- 
ment on the possibility of appeal, 
but said: “Judge Blair’s decision 
doesn’t change in the slightest 
our urgent need for more money.”

“IT don’t know when I deposited 
it,” the witness answered. “I 
usually indorse checks and give 
them to my wife.”

FIRE ON BERLIN 
RAIL STRIKERS IN 
SIATION BATTLE 


Hundreds Injured in Day 
of Fighting Between 
Workers, Communist 
Strikebreakers — Train 
Traffic Paralyzed.

BERLIN, May 22 (SUNDAY) 
(UP)—Soviet zone Berlin police 
fired on striking German rail 
workers early today to break up 
an unsuccessful attempt by the 
strikers to capture the Wannsee 
elevated station in the American 
sector of the city. 

The fresh violence broke out as 
Berlin’s bloody strike moved into 
its second day still no nearer a 
settlement. The strike was marked 
by pitched battles between the 
strikers and Communist strike- 
breakers wielding machine guns, 
pistols, pickaxes, clubs and wire 
whips. 
The Wannsee incident was 
touched off when 150 strikers 
stormed the wooden station in 
which the Sovtet zone police and 
strikebreakers had . barricaded 
themselves. Warnings were shout- 
ed and at least 30 shots fired into 
the air by the Communists before

Witnesses said the battle “looked 

like a revolution.” 
Reinforcements Called. 

The strikers retreated to posi- 
tions behind fences and posts in 
the darkened areas around the 
station. Strike leaders sai4 they 
were bringing up reinforcements 
for another attack after 60 addi- 
tional Soviet zone police, armed 
with carbines, arrived on a Rus- 
sian-manned train from Potsdam 
to reinforce the Communists and 
east zone police. 

Strike leaders said they had de- 
cided to call off the attack but 


that the rank and file strikers had 
carried it out on their own. There 
was no report of casualties. 
In another incident, strikers 
also stormed and captured the 
Neukoelln station from Soviet sec- 
tor police, although the police 
fired upon them. Later, the strik- 
ers were driven from the station 
in-a counter-attack. At least five 
persons were injured in that foray. 
Savage fighting had been going 
on all day in Berlin's rail termi-

FRANKFURT, Germany, May 
21 {(AP)—The constitution of the 
new West German state, ratified 
last night, bristles with safeguards 
against a return of dictatorship 
or a rebirth of militarism. 

Planning aggressive war is 
specifically forbidden. No provi- 
sion is made for declaring any 
kind of war or for raising an 
army. War. weapons cannot be 
manufactured without permission 
of the government. 


The first government of the new 


«republic ig scheduled to take of- 


fice at Bonn by mid-July. Parlia- 
mentary elections will be held 
soon by the member states which 
are in the United States, British 
and French zones. 

The Bonn convention, in draft- 
ing the west German constitution, 
borrowed many things from the 
constitution of the Weimar Re- 
public, set up in Germany after 
World War I: But it avoided 
others. 

Under the Weimar constitution, 
the president could fire the chan- 
cellor (prime minister) any time 


he desired and appoint a new one. 
He could simultaneously declare 
an emergency, dissolve the Reichs- 


tag (Parliament) and suspend the 
constitution’s guarantees of civil 
rights. 

Powers Are Limited. 

That is just what President Hin- 
denburg did in 1932 when Adolf; 
Hitler took over power. But that 
can’t be done under the Bonn 
constitution. 

The president can dissolve Par- 
liament only in case it denies the 
chancellor a vote of confidence. 
Even then, Parliament can fore- 
stall its dissolution by electing a 
new chancellor, The president 
must accept the chancellor elected 
by Parliament. He can not sus- 
pend civil rights.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. May 21 
(UP)—United States Steel Corp. 
today rejected CIO plans for a 
steel workers’ pension this year. 

The big steel firm said “with 
regret” it will discuss a fourth- 
round wage increase and the 
union’s broad social insurance pro- 
gram as required under a re-open- 
ing «clause in the United Steel 
Workers’ contract. 

“Big Steel” said it would go no 
further and would discuss no 
other issues, including the union’s 
proposed pension plan. 

Points to “Downward Trend,” 

The corporation expressed its re- 
gret over the contract re-opening 
because of the “downward trend 
in cost of living and present un- 
certainties in the general business 
situation.” 

United States Steel’s position 
and readiness to meet union nego- 
tiations next June 15 was set forth 
in a letter from Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel President C. R. Cox to Philip 
Murray, president of the CIO and 
the Steel Workers’ Union.

Details on Engineering Performance Are 
Not Enough — The Payoff Is What Can 
Be Done in Actual Conflict.

- Congressmen, like most Ameri- 
cans, are all too prone to fix their 
minds on details of mechanical 
and engineering performances. It 
takes big headlines to say that 
such-and-such a fighter plane is 
the fastest in world, or that such- 
and-such a bombing plane can 
Carry a load of bombs to any 
target on the surface of the globe. 


being solved merely by the pos- 
session of a fighter plane which 
can climb high enough to take 
a shot at the bombers. To take 
a single example of the calcula- 
tions which are involved, consider 
the-question of endurance. | 

If all fighter planes are kept 
on the ground until the bombers 
have been located and their course 
predicted by fighter control, and 
if they are then launched into 
the air to intercept the bombers 
somewhere along the predicted 
course, they are quite likely to 
miss out altogether if the bomb- 
ers change course and proceed 
toward some other target than 
the one fighter control has guessed 
they are heading for. 

Thus, the formation of bombers 
coming ir from Hawaii, headed 
for Southern California, might 
change course, and attack San 
Francisco instead, after the inter- 
cepting fighters were climbing 
madly into the wide blue yonder 
to a predicted interception posi- 
tion on the Southern California 
line. It would take a lot of time 
and a lot of frantic searching 
around by the fighters to shift 
to the new line of interception. 
They would be quite likely to miss 
the bombers altogether.

Gives Up Peace Founda: 
tion Job to Fight to 


Save Family and Bril- 


liant Career. 


NEW YORK. May 21 (UP)— 
Alger Hiss goes on trial next 
week. 

The 44-year-old Hiss, a man 
whose official and social con- 
nections once reached to the very 
top of the Government, will be 
fighting to save a brilliant career 
that could end with 10 years in 
prison. 

It has been five months since 
a ‘grand jury charged him with 
perjury, accusing him of lying 
about his involvement in Com- 
munist espionage with a fornier 
Red courier, Whittaker Cham- 
bers, and about stealing secret 
documents when he was one of 


the top officials of the state, 


department. 

Now, after numerous delays, 
both the Government and the 
defense are ready to hear those 
accusations put before a jury. 
The Hiss case is on the district 
court calendar for Monday but 
both the defense and prosecution 
agreed today it was likely the 
starting date will be Wednesday. 


Once Adviser te F.D.R. 

Facing a criminal charge will 
be a unique experience for Hiss, 
one of the “bright young men” of 
the New Deal who rose to become 
one of the late President Roose- 
velt’s advisers at the Yalta con- 
ference and Secretary-general of 
the San Francisco meeting where 
the United Nations was born. 


In recent weeks Hiss gave up 
his $20,000-a-year post as head of 
the Carnegie Foundation for In- 
ternational Peace and devoted 
himself to preparation for a 
battle that will mean everything 
to him, his wife and their two 
children. His attorneys will be 
veteran Edward McClean and 
Paul Lloyd Stryker, the noted 
lawyer who once defended Tam- 
many Chieftain Jimmy Hines. 


The indictment, returned last 
Dec. 16 by the same grand jury | 
that indicted 11 top United States | 
Communist leaders now on trial, | 
contains two counts of perjury, 
each punishable by five years” in 
prison. They are: 

1. That Hiss lied to the sien 
jury when he denied turning 
over confidential State Depart- 
ment documents to Chambers, 
knowing they would wind up in 
Russian hands. — 

2. That he lied when he said 
he “thought definitely” he did 
not see Chambers after he (Hiss) 
entered the State Department on 
Sept. 1, 1936. 

“Pumpkin Papers.” 

Back into the spotlight will 
come the celebrated “pumpkin pa- 
pers.” Chambers, who admits 
Communist “courier” activitiés for 
14 years, charges those microfilm 
documents found in a pumpkin on 
his Maryland farm were among 
the secret files turned over to him 
by Hiss. 

Before the jury will come the 
question of whether, as Hiss says, 
he knew Chambers only as a free- 
lance writer to whom he once sub- 
let an apartment and found to be 
a “deadbeat” on a loan. Chambers 
says Hiss was a dues-paying mem- 
ber of the Communist party and 
channeled information to him. 

The two men have not come 
face to face since a stormy ses- 
sion of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee last October 
when they told contradictor, 
stories. However, Chambers and 
Hiss, and their wives, will meet 
again in that federal courtroom. 

Friends in High Places. 

The eyes of official Washington 
will be on the trial, for Hiss was 
a friend of some of its highest- 
ranking men. 

The trial will bring either vindi- 
cation or discredit, too, to the 47- 
year-old Chambers, who resigned 
from his $30,000-a-year job as a 
senior editor of Time magazine 
when he began telling of his Com- 
munist past.

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‘CAMPAIGNS AGAINST CRIME | 
PUSHED THROUGHOUT NATION 


Major Effort Being Made to Handle Juvenile 
Delinquency by Preventive 
Work. 


NEW YORK, May 21 (AP)— 
Unemployed criminals with a 
| desire to get back into business 
are well advised to keep away 
from gambling and organized vice 
for the present. Police from coast 
to coast, border to border are on 
clean-up campaigns. 

Such campaigns are being egged 
on sometimes by reform officials, 
frequently by newspapers and 
good government elements, At 
the same time, drives to cut juve- 
nile delinquency, by preventive 
crime work, are a major pre- 
occupation of most law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

Even Chicago, still sensitive 
about its prohibition reputation of 
lawlessness, is attempting to clean 
house, but the emphasis there is 
to bring to justice persons guilty 
of a “long list” of unsolved mur- 
ders. On May 8, the Sun-Times 
offered $100,000 in rewards for 
clues that would clear up the 
first 20 of these homicides. The 
newspaper said Federal Bureau of 
Investigation reports showed the 
city had the highest murder fig- 
ure in the nation. 
| Gambling No. 1 Target. ; 

Most communities, however, are 
more concerned about gambling 
and vice. One of the first pro- 
nouncements of Portlanud’s new 
woman mayor, Mrs. Dorothy Mc- 
Cullough Lee, was that pinball and 
slot machine laws, long blinked at, 
would be enforced. 

Operators of public places and 
private clubs believed her, and the 
machines started to disappear. 
Soon the movement spread to 
other Oregon communities, and 
the campaigns are still in 
progress, 

Seattle, in neighboring Washing- 
ton, eliminated its gambling ma- 
chines several years ago. Police 
there are industriously going after 
gambling joints and bookies. <Au- 
thorities are cracking down on 
drinking parties by juveniles, In 
three raids on a single night, sher- 
iff’s deputies and state police 
picked up 70 youngsters and con- 
fiscated a quantity of liquor. Par- 
ents were summoned to a confer- 
ence and warned against a repe- 
tition. 

California Officials in Row. 


In California, an all-out effort 
to cope with a festering crime sit- 
uation has turned into a strange 
fight between Gov. Earl Warren 
and Attorney General Frederick 
N. Howser. It’s a complicated sit- 
uation, with Gov. Warren gscharg- 
ing that information obtained by 
the special study commission on 
organized crime has seeped 
through Howser’s office into the 
hands of the racketeers it was 
aimed against. Thus far, the din 
of politics has been louder than 
eons 

On the opposite side of the con- 
ltinent, Florida has declared war 
on bookmakers. Gov. Fuller War- 
ren ordered the arrest of every 
bookie at the height of the winter 
resort season. The intelligence 
unit of the Internal Revenue’s 
Miami branch said it was prepar- 
ing income tax evasion cases 
against about 150 gamblers. 
Campaigns against handbooks 
have been undertaken by police of 
Louisville and Lexington, Ky., both 
horse racing centers. Widespread 
gambling investigations in North 
Carolina were touched off last 
year by the murder of a man near 
Winston Salem and the torture 
robbery of a restaurant owner 
near Greensboro. In both trials 
references were made to the num- 
bers—or “butter and eggs”—rack- 
et. A number of arrests on num- 
bers charges were made.

A 
more intangible but an entirely logical 
claim for airpower is that Russia has been 
stopped from occupying all Europe only 
through fear of Western airpower and |. 
the American atomic bomb. 


The immediate issue at Paris is the 
future of Germany, but Germany ‘is only 
one sector of the global struggle between 
the democratic and communistic nations. 
The larger fronts are all Europe and Asia. 

The Big Four Foreign Ministers, Acheson, 
Vishinsky, Bevin of Great Britain and Schu- 
man of France, will be trying to anticipate 
developments in the broader problem of 
whether democratic or communistic nations 
shall control Europe and eventually the 
world. Soviet Russia and its satellites have 
their plans for totalitarian direction from 
the Kremlin; the United States and the 
freedom-seeking nations are working out a 
counter program to block those plans. 


American Bombing Fleet 
Can Reach Most Soviet Targets. 


Historically, the important forces behind 
diplomacy have been navies, armies, natural 
resources and industrial potentials. To 
these the United States and Soviet Russia 


(ret.) in an interview published in the U.S. 
News and World Report, in which he said: 
“We've got to keep our supply lines 
open to all parts of the world where raw 
materials may be. That is why we need 
the most powerful Navy we can afford. 
“Also, the Pacific situation is rapidly 
changing from what it was on V-J day 
when we dominated the Pacific and there 


have added different types of airfleets-in- 
being. Russia, together with its millions of 
soldiers, has thousands of fighter planes 
that could, perhaps, give it tactical advan- 
tage, in overrunning Western Europe to the 
English Channel; the United States has built 
up a bombing fleet that can reach, from 
this country and overseas bases, 95 per 
cent of the important strategic targets in 
the Soviet Union. 

Air Force spokesmen say these fleets 
have added a third dimension to global 
warfare and diplomacy. Previously the con- 
cept has been ‘“‘surface’”’ or two-dimensional 
with armies and naval fleets being moved 
or capable of movement over land and sea 
areas. 

Recognition of the importance of this 
new factor has been typified by Defense 
Secretary Johnson’s orders to abandon the 
65,000-ton super-carrier; House Appropria- 
tion Chairman Cannon’s warlike defense of 
Air Force funds above the President’s bud- 
geted figures, and the Air Force’s recent 
decision to build more B-36 and B-50 
bombers. 

This writer has just returned from a 

civilian seminar conducted by the Air Force 
at Maxwell Air Base outside Montgomery, 
Ala., and at Elgin Field in North Florida, 
The guests were industrial, labor and civic 
leaders and newspaper and radio writers. 
As might be expected, the three-day, course 
emphasized and sometimes exaggerated the 
contributions of airpower to present and 
future national security. Subsequent talks 
with officials in Washingtou, however, put 
the Air Force claims in bevter perspective. 
The most spectacular demonstration at 
the Eglin Field proving ground was 
a long-nosed, six-engined B-36 plane 
dropping 128 500-pound bombs over a 
three-mile course. That was one bomb 
about every 125 feet. This bomber has 
an announced speed of 300 miles an hour, 
can reach an announced altitude of more 
than 40,000 feet and can carry a 10-ton 
bomb load 5000 miles and return. Actual 
performances are above these figures. 

The common remarks of the civilian 
spectators were: “‘We wish the Russians 
could see this’; “What could that plane 
do with the A-bomb?” and “What would 
happen to New York, Washington or Detroit 
if Russia has comparable bombers?’’ 


This show was a companion piece to the 


Air Force's stunt of last March when Lucky 
Lady II, the B-50 bomber, landed at Cars- 
well Field, Texas, after a non-stop around 
the world flight in less than 96 hours. The 
B-36 and the B-50 are improvements on 
the wartime B-29, of which the United 
States still has a large number. All are 
capable of carrying the atomic bomb 
although they fly at different ranges, alti- 
tudes and speeds. 

To hear high Air Force officials talk, 
the long-range bombers have altogether 
taken the place of the large Navy’s carriers 
and eventually will play the same role in 
keeping world peace as the British fleet 
during the Nineteenth Century. 

To an impartial layman, this Air Force 
viewpoint is premature if not a gross 
exaggeration of the importance of air power. 


Altnough the Air Force has made what 
its officials call “‘inter-continental bombers,” 
we are, despite the B-36’s and B-50’s, still 
dependent on overseas bases that must be 
manned by the Army and supplied by the 
Navy. 

The bombing fleets are capable of making 
special “demonstrations of force” just as the 
British and American navies did before the 
advent of airpower. But a balanced mili- 

tary establishment of air. sea and land 
power, actual and potential, is essential if 
the might of the democracies is to be visible 
throughout the world. 

The Navy viewpoint on this problem was 


was no opposition. The sweep of Com- 
munism along the Asiatic Coast and down 
into Indo-China is going to have its effect 
on the Philippines, on Indonesia, in The 
Netherlands East Indies and all through 
the Pacific, and we may find ourselves 
again in the position whefe hostile forces 
are going to be occupying Pacific areas. 


“I feel there is going to have to be 
recognition in our military thinking to 
take real cognizance of the Pacific. The 
Communists have within striking distance 
the development of a very powerful body 
politic throughout Asia today, and that 
situation has been radically changed from 
what it was when we walked off the field 
in 1945. 

“As long as we have big ocean areas 
to protect, we need submarines and car- 
riers and the supporting ships of a well- 
integrated naval organization.” 

The Navy has been proud of its first line 
defense position ever since President 
Theodore Roosevelt sent the fleet around 
the world in 1907. The A-bomb and the 
bomber fleets have transferred that position 
to the Air Force. Abandonment of the 
65,000-ton super-carrier signalized the shift 
of first line responsibility from the Navy to 
the Air Force and naval officials are not 
taking their loss lying gqwn. 
Navy Secretary John L. Sullivan resigned 
in an understandable huff when Defense 
Secretary Johnson announced abandonment 
of the super-carrier without giving him a 
chance to make a last-minute plea, But 
other Navy spokesmen are carrying on the 
inter-service propaganda bettle. One of the 
most vocal advocates of sea power plus car- 
rier-based air power is Davis Merwin, co- 
owner with Gov. Stevenson of Illinois of the 
Bloomington (Ill.) Daily Pantagraph. Mer- 
win, a Marine in World War I and an aero- 
nautical engineer in World War II, has sent 
a letter to 1500 editors throughout the coun- 
try demanding deflation of Air Force claims 
and more thorough understanding of the 
Navy’s actual and potential striking power 
in the “‘cold war” against the Communistic 
countries. 


Attacks Air Force Claims 
And Popular Air-Power Thinking. 


Merwin, as a zealous advocate, slightly 
distorts the Air Force claims for the purpose 
of knocking them down. He writes that 
American popular thinking about air power 
lines up ahout as follows: 

“1. Airpower alone will win the next war. 
“2. Airpower is strictly synonymous with 
the U.S. Air Force. 

“3. The Air Force is prepared either to 
scare the enemy into impotence or prosecute 
the over-all military operation virtually 
alone, by something approaching black 
magic.” 

Some Air Force propagandists, just as 
zealous as Merwin, have given the Bloom- 
ington publisher grounds for his observa. 
tions about popular thinking. At Maxwell 
end Eglin Fields, however, the Air Force 
officers made no such broad claims for their 
weapons although they did argue that in 
the first retaliatory strikes against any 
enemy (meaning Soviet Russia) they could 
deliver back-breaking blows at strategic 
targets that would prevent a long war. 

The official views expressed at the sem-

Atomic Energy for Airplanes 
Said to Be in ‘Idea Stage’ Now. 


As to the Air Force, these officials 
pointed out that far too much publicity had 
been given to the B-36’s and the B-50’s, 
either for striking retaliatory blows in the 
near future or matily years hence. For the 
immediate future, the B-29’s would be the 
principal striking weapon; it is to be feared | 
that years hence the B-36’s and B-50’s will | 
be made obsolete by planes now on the 
drawing board.

At the Paris conference, however, Vish- | 
insky and his advisers undoubtedly will be 
impressed by the present and potential air- 
power of this country and its democratic 
associates. The so-called diplomatic ‘‘demon- 
strations of force’ are best understood by 
experts who can compare them with their 
own actual and potential power. 

Soviet Russia, a land nation, has not 
been impressed by navies. In the last 
war, it was not overly impressed by 
strategic bombing and used its own air- 
power mostly wb’! a’ tactical support for 
its armies. At Potsdam, Generalissimo 
Stalin showed little interest when Presi- 
dent Truman told him that we would 
strike in the Pacific with a new weapon 
more powerful than any yet devised. 

Since Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini, the 
Russians have made information about 
atomic energy their first military and intel- 
ligence objective. They are also deeply con- 
cerned about our overseas bases. Our high- 
est officials doubt whether they have made 
substantial progress toward the A-bomb. Our 
diplomacy and our military preparations, 
however, must be directed to the day when 
Russians do possess the bombs in sufficient 
number to drop them in this or some other 
democratic country, When that day comes 
the A-bomb will become Russia’s primary 
force backing up diplomatic sessions like 
the Paris conference. Russia, according to 
our military intelligence, has enough B-29’s, 
built on models obtained during the war, 
to deliver the bombs. 

The United States is preparing for that 
day with Marshall Plan Aid, the Atlantic 
Pact, military aid to Europe and President 
Truman's Point Four on the development 
of backward areas. 

These combined with American military 
force, including our stockpile of A-bombs, 
and American industrial potential, which 
decided the last two wars, may in the ag- 
gregate outweigh Russian possession of the 
bomb secret. Those supports to democratic 
diplomacy could convince the Kremlin rulers 
that they cannot win World War III. The 
outcome of the Paris conference will show 
whether we are making progress toward 
that hope.

and wit have been displayed less at tea 
parties than in the world struggle for free- 
dom of the oppressed. 

Mrs. Pandit arrived here early in May 
from New Delhi after serving for two years 
in Moscow as India’s first Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union. She will seek to promote fi- 
nancial aid in the development of her im- 
mense and potentially-rich country, which 
is scarcely two years old as a sovereign 
nation. 

But more importantly, this younger sister 
of Prime Minister Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
will try to implement his foreign policy, 
which, she fears, is widely misunderstood 
by the Western nations. 
'is to avoid entanglements in the cold war 
|} and to attempt to spread understanding 
| among all peoples. 

In steering a middle course, it may be 
that India can preserve her own new sov- 

ereignty in a world dominated by great 
| powers. 

At her first news conference in the capital 
this week, reporters were impressed by Mrs. 
| Pandit’s mature beauty, poise and humility. 
As is often the case with new envoys in 
| Washington, she was deluged with a flood of 
| questions on the cold war. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, she was told, for example, had said she 
was “disillusioned” by the Russians because 
one could not place faith in their promises. 
Did not Madame Ambassador share Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s disillusionment? 

Mrs. Pandit has been called the “Eleanor 
Roosevelt” of India, and the two are good 
friends. But Madame Ambassador was too 
nimble-minded to be entrapped. 

“You see,” she replied easily, “my ex- 
perience has been of a different kind, We 
have been associated with the Russians on 
several issues in the United Nations in 
which there was complete agreement, such 
as the question of Indonesia and the 
problem of racial discrimination. So per- 
haps I have seen them from a different 
angle.” 

Well, weren’t the Communists a threat to 
India? Didn’t India want to join with the 
west to protect freedom? Again, Mrs. Pandit 
was self-composed in her answers. India, 
she said, wants to keep out of the East and 
West power blocs, maintaining “a certain 
aloofness’ in the struggle. No, the Com- 
munists in India were not regarded as im- 
portant; they had little significance apart 
from “‘nuisance value.”’ 


“We Think It Is Possible 
To Keep Friendship With All.’ 


“We think,” she added in her soft, sure 
voice, “it is perfectly possible to keep com- 
plete friendship with all nations. That will 
be my endeavor.” 

But weren’t the Russians aggressive, war- 
like? “My feelings when I was in Russia 
were that the people there, as elsewhere, 
were neither prepared nor anxious for war,” 
she said. ‘In fact, they are very anxious to 
avoid war. After all, they suffered more 
than others in the last war.”’ 

A British correspondent wanted to know 
if she thought that Indta’s decision to join 
the Commonwealth, while not recognizing 
the Crown, was a good solution to British- 
India relations.

The reporter 
assured her it was asked in good faith. She 
hesitated. ‘“‘Three terms,” she said quietly.

During her service in Moscow, Mrs. 
Pandit was disappointed at being unable to 
see Premier Stalin, She feels that she can 
get closer to Americans than to Russians, 
for she has visited the United States twice 
before, representing India at the United 
Nations session in San Francisco and later 
at Lake Success. She also has lectured in 
23 states. Her three grown daughters were 
educated in this conntry. 


Masses of India Understood 


Gandhi and Philosophy of Buddha. 


She is confident, therefore, that she can 
succeed in making Asia better understood by 
Americans. The late Mohandas Gandhi, for 
example, was often described in the West as 
an “enigma,” she has pointed out, but the 
masses in India had no difficulty in under- 
standing him. Gandhi, she said, led the 
Indians back toward the more patient and 
kindlier philosophy of Buddha. 

India should not attempt “cheap imita- 
tions” of Western culture, she believes. “We 
must keep our roots in our culture,’’ Mrs. 
Pandit has said, adding: 

“Take my own life as an example. I 
can’t remember when I could not speak 
English. I had a European upbringing. If 
the emphasis had been on my own traditions 
and culture, I would be in a position today 
to contribute much more.” 

This ‘“‘Indianization” movement exalains 
the practice of many sophisticated Indians, 
like Mrs. Pandit, in wearing native dress, 
the colorful sari. Like other leaders of her 
country, she fears that India, with complete 
Westernization, might lose sight of the inner 
spiritual values with which they hope to en- 
rich the world. 

But. in a sari or in Western dress, Mrs. 
Pandit is still a handsome and striking per- 
sonality. Author Pearl Buck wrote of her: 

“Vijaya Lakshmi is so beautiful that 
one must first become accustomed to the 
fact. Silvering wavy hair, great dark eyes 
lively with intelligence, a creamy skin, 
fine Aryan features, exquisite hands, small 
bare feet thrust into gold sandals, saris 
that hold her slender figure into statu- 
esque lines—this is her physical portrait. 

“Then one becomes aware of her voice, 
soft, clear, resonant, speaking in pure 
English. When one listens, one becomes 
aware next of what is being said—some- 
thing very firm, gay, witty, fearless—

something worth listening to, whether 
one agrees with it or not.” 

Mrs. Pandit’s life is still dedicated to the 
cause of freedom for subject races every- 
where. She viewe’ the creation of the U.N. 
as the great new hope for freedom through- 
out the world, and it was at the early ses- 
sions of this body that she demonstrated at 
close range her readiness to sling verbal 
shots at giants with telling effect. 


‘‘Iadia’s freedom is an acid test for the 
principles for which this war has been 
fought, and the continued denial of India’s 
freedom by Britain is a negation of those 
principles and of the sacrifices that have 
been made to win victory,” she said. 


India, she went on, was the pivot of the 
whole system of imperialism and colonial- 
ism which always breeds war. It was 
courageous thrusts like these, at. home and 
abroad in neutral settings, that helped mold 
world opinion and led, under the inspired 
leadership of Gandhi, to the freedom of In- 
dia. That India has elected to join the Com- 
monwealth, despite past animosities, is a 
tribute among other things, to its new self- 
confidence and fair-mindedness. 

At the U.N. General Assembly in 1946, at 
Lake Success, Mrs. Pandit displayed her ra- 
pier mind in winning two disputes with the 
Union of South Africa over racial discrimina- 
tion. When Field Marshal Smuts defended 
racial segregation in South Africa, asserting 
that it was adopted to preserve the Chris- 
tian mission, she asked whether Christ him- 
self would be permitted there because of his 
race. At another point in the debate, she 
recalled aloud that Smuts had written the 
nobly-phrased preamble to the U.N. charter. 


Having packed many lives into once, Mrs. 
Pandit has much to tell and write about 
(she is author of three books, “My Prison 
Days,” “So I Became a Minister,” and “‘Sun- 
light and Shadows’’). Born in India on 
August 18, 1900, of a wealthy Brahmin fam- 
ily at Allahabad, she was taken at the age 
of five to England. There her parents en- 
gaged a governess whom they brought back 
home to tutor the child. Mrs. Pandit’s fa- 
ther was a lawyer so prosperous that he used 
to send his ruffled shirts from Allahbad to 
Paris for laundering. The Nehrus had their 
own swimming pool, spacious grounds, 
horses, carriages, automobiles and dogs. It 
was in this atmosphere of luxury that Mrs, 
Pandit, whosé maiden name was Swarup 
Kamuri Nehru, was reared. 


Nehru Family, One by One, 
Became Converts to Nationalism. 


In the early twenties, the Nehru family 
met Gandhi. One by one they became pas- 
sionate converts to the nationalist cause. 


“It was remarkable,” wrote Jawaharlal 
Nehru later, “how Gandhi seemed to cast 
a spell on all classes and groups of peo- 
ple and drew them into one motley crowd 
struggling in one direction.” 


Mrs. Pandit’s father, Motilal Nehru, and 
her husband, Ranjit Pandit, both abandoned 
their lucrative law practices to devote full 
time to the tortuous struggle for independ. 
ence. Ranjit was jailed for long terms, 
sometimes in company with his noted 
brother-in-law. He died in 1944. 


Mrs. Pandit’s father gave the sumptuous 
family home to the Indian National Con- 
gress. Mrs. Pandit was first imprisoned by 
the British in 1932, when she was the moth- 
er of three daughters, the youngest but three 
years old. Her high crime consisted of par- 
ticipation in the public observance of India 
Independence Day, in defiance of the Crown 
ruling forbidding such celebrations. 


Out of jail, she plunged into educational 
and local political work. She served suc- 
cessively as chairman of the Board of 
Education of her native city, a member of 
the Legislative Assembly and Minister for 
Local Self-Government and Public Health. 
From 1942 to 1944 she was president of the 
All-India Women’s Conference. While hold- 
ing that post she was again imprisoned by 
the British for civil disobedience. Immedi- 
ately after her release she hurried to Bengal

The Tragedy of Red China 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In his letter to the Post-Dispatch Ho 
Fei of Columbia, Mo., says: 

“Let us therefore. ‘salute our revolu- 
tionary friends in China for their un- 

selfish and superb efforts to build a new 

order for the working men and peasants 
based on justice, equality and real lib- 
erty and, above all, bread for all.” 


Ho Fei has apparently swallowed the 
Communist propaganda line as regards 
the Chinese revolution. He would have 
us also swallow it. How familiar are 
the words and the sentiment to students 
of Communist history. These were the 
catchwords used by Communist leaders 
in 1917 to catch the votes of the Russian 
people. “All power to the Soviet.” This 
formula has worked s6 well for the Com- 
munists in taking over the other na- 
tions. The people wanted justice, equal- 
ity, real liberty and bread, so they voted 
and supported and pushed the Commu- 
nists into power. 

And what happened? Instead of get- 
ting these things they reaped only in- 
justice, equality for the few Commu- 
nist leaders and inequality for the rest 
of the people, and instead of liberty the 
most brutal police state society, with al- 
most universal and everlasting scarcity 
of bread and practically everything else 
for the rest of the people. 

The Russians thought they were build- 
ing for themselves the beautiful temple 
when they voted the Communists into 
power, but they have found instead that 
they have built for themselves only a 
prison.

Felix Frankfurter’s Error 


The issue in the Terminiello free speech case 


is so important that Justice Frankfurter’s minor- — 


ity opinion should not escape attention. It 
seems to say, although it does not make the 
claim in so many words, that the late Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis would have been on his 
side. It seems to argue that those great judges 
would have found nothing unconstitutional in 
the way Chicago prosecuted a ,rabble-rouser. 

The stand of Justice Frankfurter and his as- 
sociates in the Terminiello minority is that the 
United States Supreme Court meddled without 
authority with a judgment of three courts in 
Illinois. The former Harvard professor argues 
that the conviction is not the Supreme Court’s 
business, but the concern only of Illinois. 

Any such reading of the Holmes and Brandeis 
position would do them grave injustice. Both 
believed in widest latitude for social.and eco- 
nomic experimentation by the states. But they 
never contended that the states had a right to 
experiment in the restriction of basic liberties. 
The difference should be so clear that there 
can be no mistake about it. 

The Holmes-Brandeis dissents were fre- 
quently in protest against decisions which struck 
down the product of a legislative laboratory. 

In the celebrated state labor law case of 
Truax vs. Corrigan (1921), Holmes stated the 
credo of Brandeis as well as himself: 

There is nothing I deprecate more than 
the use of the Fourteenth Amendment be- 
yond the absolute compulsion of its words 
to prevent the making of social experiments 
that an important part of the community 
desires, and in the insulated chambers af- 
forded by the several states, even though 
the experiments may seem futile or even 
noxious to me and to those whose judgment 
I most respect. 

But when it came to fundamental rights—free 
speech, free press, free religion, assembly, pe- 
*tition, fair trial—Holmes and Brandeis were 
‘stanch in protecting the citizen against en- 
croachments by the states. The last thing they 
would have approved would have been state 
action whittling away the Bill of Rights. 

No one should know this better than Justice 
Frankfurter, who venerates Holmes’ and 
Brandeis as two of ‘only five or six “towering 
figures” in the entire history of the Supreme 
Court. Their opinion in the case of Charlotte 
Whitney (1921) was a blazing forerunner of 
the Terminiello free speech decision. Finding 
unconstitutional a conviction by California for 
syndicalism and sabotage, Brandeis said: 

Those who won our independence by 
revolution were not cowards. They did not 
fear political change. They did not exalt 
order at the cost of liberty. To courageous, 
self-reliant men, with confidence in the 
power of free and fearless reasoning ap- 
plied through the processes of popular gov- 
ernment, no danger flowing from speech 
can be deemed clear and present, unless 
the incidence of the evil apprehended is 
so imminent that it may befall before there 
is opportunity for full discussion. 

If there be time to expose through discus- 
sion the falsehood and fallacies, to avert 
the evil by the processes of education, the 
remedy to be applied is more speech, not 
enforced silence. Only an emergency can 
justify repression. Such must be the rule 
if authority is to be reconciled with free- 
dom. Such, in my opinion, is the command 
of the Constitution. It is therefore always 
open to Americans to challenge a law 
abridging free speech by showing that there 
was no emergency justifying it. 

The fact that speech is likely to result in 
some violence is not enough to justify its 
suppression. There must be the probability 
of serious damage to the state. 

A gulf as wide as the Grand Canyon spreads 
out between the Holmes-Brandeis declaration 


in the Whitney case and the narrow view of 


Frankfurter in the Terminiello case. 


Felix Frankfurter, in this case, is disappoint- 
ment compounded. Can he not hear Brandeis 
say: “Among free men, the deterrents ordi- 
narily to be applied to prevent crime are edu- 
cation and punishment for violations of the law, 
not abridgment of the rights of free speech 
and assembly’’?

Journalistic Fear-Mongering 

Uranium-235, the explosive of the Hiroshima 
bomb, is costly and dangerous. But this is no 
excuse for the New York Daily News to say that 
three-fourths of a pound of U-235 has disap- 
peared from an Atomic Energy Commission lab- 
oratory and that “this loss or more probably 
theft is considered the greatest threat to na- 
tional security ever to be discovered in peace- 
time.” 

In the first place, the AEC says that the 
amount was only 32 grams, barely over one 
ounce. Second, 25 grams have already been re- 
covered from the laboratory’s waste materials, 
and efforts to extract the remaining pinch of the 
stuff are still going on. The Daily News implies 
that the AEC is sleeping at the switch while Red 
agents creep in, but the AEC’s explanation 
makes this innuendo seem foolish. 

Third, by whom is the disappearance of a lit- 
tle U-235 “considered ‘the greatest threat to na- 
tional security?” By the typewriter physicists 
who write the Daily News? It is a fair question, 
because the thing that puts us ahead of the Rus- 
sians is not the possession of atomic explosives 
but the knowledge of how to produce them in 
quantity. Small quantities of U-235 were isolated 
in this country about a decade ago, and the story 
was reported in scientific journals and the news- 
papers. It is strange indeed if the Russians 
have not succeeded in producing some samples 
for themselves before now. In any event, the 
possession of some American-made U-235 prob- 
ably wouldn’t teach them a thing about how to 
improve their own manufacturing processes. 

In other words, the New York Daily News 
story smacks of fear-mongering, a practice 
which touches the depths of journalistic irre- 
sponsibility in these days of tension. 
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Can Vaudeville Come Back?

Judge Blair has knocked out the rate increase 


of $3,000,000-plus granted to Southwestern Bell | 


by the Missouri Public Service Commission, and 
plans to order a refund to consumers. His deci- 


sion, however, is based on technical and pro- 


cedural grounds and does not go into the merits 
of the case. In that sense, it is merely a legal 
skirmish. 

It does serve to show again how slipshod a 
job the Public Service Commission did. It gives 
added color to Judge Blair’s original description 
of the commission’s conduct as “arbitrary, un- 
reasonable and capricious.” Not only did it fail 
to follow the weight of the evidence on several 
important issues, but the commission was care- 
less, to say the least, in preparing its order. 

It will be recalled that only two of the five 
members of the commission—Messrs. Osburn 
and Williams—joined in the findings of fact. A 
third member, Miss Agnes Mae Wilson, con- 
curred in the result without making known her 
opinion of the findings. Miss Wiison attempted 
to correct the procedural irregularity by later 
filing a separate concurring opinion, but in it 
she disagreed with some of the majority’s find- 
ings. 

‘It will be recalled, too, that the two dissent- 
ing commissioners—Messrs. McClintock and 
Henson—contented themselves with a one-para- 
graph opinion. This one paragraph expressed 
the view that, while the company deserved some 
increase, “the amount allowed is excessive and 
increases the rate of telephone service more 
than is necessary to enable the company to earn 
a fair return.” The public was denied a detailed 
set of reasons for the minority’s view. 

What is needed in the telephone case, when 
the procedural snarl is straightened out, is a re- 
view by the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion of the entire case, especially since the com- 
pany has asked for a second increase of $5,- 
000,000. Since its original order, the commis- 
sion has been strengthened by the appointment 
of John P. Randolph, its former general coun- 
sel, to take the place of Miss Wilson. However 
important it is to correct procedural failures, 
what is more important is a searching analysis 
and sound judgment of the basic issues involved. 
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Why Not a Landscape Job? 

Mayor Darst spoke like a genuine, old- 
fashioned civic booster when he predicted that 
the riverfront memorial will be dedicated within 
the next four years. Maybe he reminded some 
of his Washington listeners of the days of 
Grover Whalen and Big Bill Thompson, the 
Builder. If so, it was all to the good. It would 
be farcical if the memorial project—on which 
quite a bit of money already has been spent— 
were to result only in a scar along the river.

Why Teachers Leave School 


A Teacher’s Wife in the Survey Magazine 


The time has come when I am ready to 
encourage and urge my husband to join 
the 350,000 teachers who have left the pro- 
fession since 1940. And there are thou- 
sands like us—many not so well off and 
some better off—but all standing at this 
same crossroads of decision. Overloaded 
and underpaid for years, economic pressure 
is forcing teachers to leave the field for 
which they are trained, the work they love 
to do. And as more and more teachers 
turn to merchandising, radio, real estate, the 
building trades, what of the schools? 


Twenty years ago, with college several 
years behind him, my husband came to 
teach in the high school in this prosperous 
Eastern community. (To protect her hus- 
band, the author has withheld her name 
and the name of the community.—Editor’s 
note.) He had a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from a large Midwestern university, the ex- 
tra credits in Education needed for a per- 
manent teacher certificate, and two years’ 
experience. The beginning salarv was $2000, 


Long Vacations—Without Pay 


A good teacher would consider it pre- 
sumptuous to rate his own success. And 
after all, what is success in teaching? In 
this particular case, there have been let- 
ters from boys in the service with heart- 
warming fragments of appreciation, occa- 
sional confidences of his students, now and 
then a parent’s expression of regard. There 
are the carefully worded sentences of praise 
on the Supervising Principal’s memoran- 
dum sheets and those of the state Evalu- 
ating Committee. Also, there are the towns- 
people who frequently seek his advice on 


some problem felated to the subject he’ 


teaches. All of these added together indi- 
cate that this man is an excellent teacher 
and a good citizen. 

But the years along the way have been 
lean, most of them. Summer after summer, 
during the unsalaried months of July and 
August we were forced to borrow money, 
which meant a debt to be paid off the fol- 
lowing winter. The public usually refers 
to the summer interim as “the privilege of a 
long vacation of 12 to 14 weeks.” But this 
privilege is not a monopoly of the teach- 
ing profession. Others can avail themselves 
of it if they are willing to take it without 
pay. 

It was not until my husband decided to 
capitalize on his ability as a tennis player 
that things began to ease up for us finan- 
cially. Incidentally, this part-time career 
as a tennis professional yielded more recog- 
nition, more prestige, and much more .fi- 
nancial return per man-hour spent at it 
than school teaching ever has. 


Raises by Slow Inches 
My husband now receives $4435 a year; 


with withholding tax, pension and annuity 


fund deductions the take-home pay is 
$8790. Not very far fora man with ability, 
trainings ambition and a Master’s degree 
to have climbed in 20 years, is it? Nor 
can he hope to climb much farther in the 
15 years remaining before retirement. 
This increase from the $2000 of 20 years 
ago to $4435 today did not come overnight. 
It has been in effect for less than one- 
twentieth of the total number of years spent 
in this school system. The largest raise 
was granted last year. Until then the in- 
creases were as unpredictable as they were 
inadequate. 

One year, perhaps $100, another year noth- 


ing—only once was there an increase of as 
much as $200. A yearly increase of $100 
for 10 months work means a rate of 50 
cents a day at a time when unskilled la- 
borers in this community are receiving 
$1.50 an hour. 


All these years we have kept our bills 
paid and managed somehow to appear well 
shod though never opulent. School teachers 
are expected not to look shabby and not to 
live in a shabby manner, and our self-re- 
spect made it imperative that we maintain 
our standards, 


Pinch, Scrimp and Scrape 


We live in a nice house in a good neigh- 
borhood simply because of a lucky break 
nine years ago: to keep reliable tenants 
the landlord reduced the rent. About 15 
years ago we purchased, on the installment 
plan, a refrigerator and an electric range, 
both floor models and therefore marked 
down. In 1938, we bought two reading 
lamps for $10 each and a radio-phonograph 
for $84. Otherwise, every stick of furni- 
ture we possess was either given to us by 
relatives or bought second hand. 


With clothing it has been much the same. 
We have no regular clothes budget. When 
something is absolutely necessary we do 
without something else, but at least 80 per 
cent of our clothing has been bought at 
clearance sales and some of it, I am em- 
barrassed to relate, carefully selected from 
rummage sales and thrift shops. Because 
I was once g professional shopper, I can 
recognize quality and value and separate 
good things from gewgaws. I do not think 
we look as though we had been clothed at 
rummage sales and sheltered by auctions 
but sometimes I wonder about that. 


Now the times have caught up with us. 
No longer is it a matter of being smart 
enough to appear well dressed, well fed or 
well housed on a limited income; it is a 
matter of being clothed, fed, or housed at 


all. 


Fault of the Voters 


This community is not a poor one and 
salaries are well above the national aver- 
age for teachers. The Board of Education 
is progressive and forward looking but 
this last year they were only partially suc- 
cessful in an attempt (in co-operation with 
the Teachers’ Association) to offer salaries 
high enough to attract or to retain superior 
teachers. 

It is the average voter who holds the pow- 
er of decision. As long as he classifies an 
income above $3000 as “excessive” and has 
little regard for the skill and preparation 
required to be even a moderately good 
teacher, there is little hope of a decent sal- 
ary scale being put into practice. 


In 15 or 20 years, possibly in 10 years, 
the value of the school teacher may be rec- 
ognized and the remuneration made more 
realistic. But this will be too late for us. 
If we are to make a change we must do 
it now. In that way, perhaps my husband, 
who has for 20 years been teaching the 
children of others, may become financially 
able to secure the future education of his 
own children.

Form of Government 


— 


The three Western nations want 
a federal government that would 
balance the power between the 
states and the central government. 
The object is to prevent another 
Hitler gang from grabbing power. 

Inside previous Foreign Minis- 
ters’ meetings, the Russians have 
insisted on a strong central gov- 
ernment. Western diplomats sus- 
pect the Kremlin figures German 
Communists could eventually grab 
a strong central government more 
easily than a federal union. 

On this question, nevertheless, 
our experts think a Soviet agree- 
ment may be possible. The 
U.S.S.R. itself is—on paper at 
least—a federal union. 

The Kremlin might accept a 
German federal state, say our ex- 
perts, hoping to grab power in 
later elections. Our men are in- 
clined to take that gamble since 
the German Communists are a 
small minority. Whatever Com- 
munist army the Russians have 
set up in their zone would be in- 
effective as long as Western troops 
are still stationed in Germany. 


Reparations 


Since the Big Three meeting in 
Tehran (1943), the Russians have 
demanded 10 billion dollars in 
German reparations, British- 
Americans have argued it would 
take the Germans so long to pay 
so huge a sum that their political 
re-education would be delayed. 

Since the war, the Russians have 
totally ignored the reparations plan 
agreed on at the Big Three meet- 
ing at Potsdam in 1945. This agree- 
ment said all four occupying pow- 
ers could take whatever German 
factories were not needed in peace. 
They agreed not to take any goods 
they permitted German factories 
to turn out. The Russians were 
to get some plants from the West- 
ern zones in return for food and 
raw materials from its zone. 

The Russians forbid inspection 
in their zone, but the grapevine 
says they have taken whatever 
they pleased, including goods the 
Germans are now turning out 
British-American estimates say 
they have taken goods worth any- 
where from five billion dollars to 
10 billion dollars already. 

Even so, our experts might be 
inclined to permit the Russians a 
emall further amount of repara- 
tions from the Western zone if the 
Kremlin agreed to our plan for a 
unified Germany that would per- 
mit the Germans to use anything 
they produce, even goods from the 
Soviet zone. 


The United States objective is to 
move as rapidly as possible for a 
re-educated Germany that can foot 
its own bills. 

France, Britain and the United 
States have just agreed on a final 
list of German plants to be dis- 
mantled in their zones.

Withdrawal of Troops 


Russian propagandists have sug- 
gested that occupation troops 
leave Germany. Our experts sus- 
pect the Ryssians made this pro- 
posal merely as a bid for German 
favor, knowing that we would be 
reluctant to move out. 

Russian troops could move back 
just a few hundred miles and re- 
main a threat to non-Communist 
Europe. But American troops 
would be thousands of miles away 
across the Atlantic unless we ar- 
ranged for them to stay in other 
European countries. 

Our negotiators will agree to 
troop withdrawals only as part of 
a colossal horse-trade in which 
the Kremlin would agree to a uni- 
fied Germany with the Germans 
controlling their town trade and 
halding secret elections, under the 
supervision of international teams 
as long as necessary to prevent a 
rebirth of dictatorship, whether 
Nazi or Communist. 


Reich Trade With_Russia 


This is the most complicated 
question of all because of the par- 
tial embargo we now put on ship- 
ments of goods to Russia and its 
satellites that might be put to war 
uses. 

No solution has been worked 
out yet, but here are the ques- 
tions— 

If we succeeded in getting 
Soviet agreement to an independ- 
ent and unified Germany, could 
we continue to insist that Ger- 
mans limit their potential war 
goods sales to Russia and its bloc?

very serious plans have been 
made. Implementation of this sec- 
tion of the Atlantic Pact will 
raise two touchy, complicated 
problems immediately: 

1. What will be the future of 
the Brussels Pact or “Western 
Union,” the 50-year defensive al- 
liance which already binds Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg? 

How will all of the planning 
and consultative machinery of 
the Western Union be related to 
the machinery of'the Atlantic 
Pact? 

2. How are plans going to be 
made for the defense of such 
utterly different countries as 
Norway, Iceland, Denmark, Por- 
tugal and Italy, all of which 
belong to the Atlantic Pact, but 
do not belong to the Brussels 
Pact? 

How are you going to avoid 
offending any of these coun- 
tries or appearing to minimize 
the importance of their problems 
and at the same time have a 
hard-hitting planning staff, 
working in secrecy, and concen- 
trating on the most important 
problems? 

Norway is more directly ex- 
posed to a Russian attack than 
any other member of the At- 
lantic or Brussels Pact, because 
it is the only country which has 
a common frontier with Russia. 
How can you give Norway the 
consideration which it requires 
and, at the same time, not give 
the appearance of belittling, say, 
Portugal? 

On the first subject strong argu- 
ments are advanced in favor of 
maintaining and _ strengthening 
the Brussels pact, or Western Un- 
ion, as a strong “inner kernel” of 
the broader and less binding At- 
lantic Pact. It is contended that 
the defense of western Europe is 
a special problem in itself and 
that the planning should be left.

The defense mechanysm of the 
Western Union is divided into two 
branches: “Direction” and “Com- 
mand.” 

The “Direction” echelon is head- 
ed by the defense committee which 
is made up of the five Ministers 
of Defense and magets at least once 
every three months, in one capital 
after another. Under it comes the 
Chiefs of Staff Committee which 
consists of the Chiefs of Staff of 
the five powers and acts as the 
Expert Committee of the Defense 
Committee. The Chiefs of Staff. 
Committee meets about once a 
month in London and “observers” 
from both the United States and 
Canada are present. 

Under the Chiefs of Staff Com- 
mittee comes the Military Commit- 
tee which serves it as a sort of 
general staff. The Military Com- 
mittee is a permanent expert 
body, consisting of a chief of dele- 
gation from each of the five coun- 
tries, plus a small number of as- 
sistants, and with subsidiary bu- 
reaus and commissions to tackle 
specific problems. 

Representatives of the United 
States and Canadian chiefs of staff 
have taken part in the work of 
the Military Committee without 
officially belonging to it. 

Parallel to the Chiefs of Staff 
Committee under the Defense Com- 
mittee there is a Committee for 
Armament and Equipment which 
studies supply problems and tries 
to co-ordinate the supply services 
of the five countries. American 
and Canadian representatives fol- 
low its deliberations, and, like the 
Chiefs of Staff Committee, it also 
has a permanent general staff, 
the Executive Committee for Arm- 
ament and Equipment.

It has been expected that they, 
or the men who take their places, 
would be the field commanders in 
the case of war. 

It apparently has not been de- 
cided how the five additional coun- 
tries that belong to the Atlantic 
Pact and not to the Brussels Pact 
will be brought into the defense 
planning business. 

Both American sensibilities and 
the feelings of the European coun- 
tries have to be considered, but 
it is certain that such countries as 
Iceland, Norway and Denmark 
need just as specific promises of 
assistance as Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and The Netherlands. In 
other words, the new members of 
the Atlantic Pact cannot be ex- 
pected to play poor country cousin 
to the others. 

The United States will be the 
referee in this business. It will 
have the power to decide where 
the headquarters of the Atlantic 
Defense Committee will be, who 
shall be given arms, and who is 
going to run the show if war 
really does break out. The United 
States will have to make some of 
these decisions whether it wants 
to do so or not—and it had better 
have the answers ready.

During the next 15 
months its plans call for sending

At present, 20 United States 
Army transports and 16 vessels 
operated by private companies fly 
the IRO flag, a life preserver on a 
dark blue field, 

All IRO ships carry escort of- 
ficers to care for the refugees. 
Duties of these officers include 
organizing work details among the 
displaced persons; classes in Eng- 
lish with lessons given by those 
refugees familiar with the lan- 
guage; lectures on their new 
homelands and concerts. 

Movies, canteens selling cigar- 
ettes and candy, and deck games 
make refugee crossings similar to 
those of any tourist ship. 

Refugees take everything they 
own and baggage sometimes cre- 
ates problems. Farmers have ship- 
ped ploughs. One vaudeville per- 
former took along a flock of pig- 
eons, which created quarantine 
difficulties with the Argentine cus- 
toms. When another trouper want- 
ed to take his trained dog along, 
arrangements had to be made to 
transfer him in other than an 
army ship, which prohibits trans- 
port of animals. 


U.S. Students Favorably Impressed 
By Denmark's Socialized Medicine; 
Say ‘We Need Something Like It’ 


Frank Gervasi Finds ‘Voluntary’ Govern- 
ment-Subsidized Minimum-Service Plans 
for Rich and Poor—Dental Care and Spe- 
cialists’ Attention for Higher Premiums.

AARHUS, Denmark. 


OCIALIZED medicine as practiced in Denmark, where 8&5 per 


cent of the 4,000,000 inhabitants are covered by medical and 
other forms of state-aided insurahce, has favorably impressed 
young American men and women doing graduate work at Aarhus 


Although critical of some of the 
Danish system’s features, most 
of a dozen students who gathered 
in a lecture hall for an informal 
symposium on life in Denmark 
believed we should “have some- 
thing like it in the United States.” 
Only two opposed government sub- 
sidized health insurance in prin- 
ciple. Five merely found the Dan- 
ish setup adequate. 

Danes receive medical and den- 
tal services through two ¢gate- 
gories of insurance companies, one 
known as Sygekasser, or Sick 
Clubs, and the other as Syge- 
foreninger, or Sick Associations. 
The former are for persons earn- 
ing less than $1700 a year and 
cost from 70 cents to $1.30 a 
month, The latter are for upper- 
income groups and are more ex- 
pensive. , 

Extent of Benefits. 

The benefits derived by the in- 
sured vary with the amount of 
premium paid. The minimum sgerv- 
ices are hospitalization, doctor’s 
care and essential drugs. Dental 
care and the services of specialists 
are provided only if the higher 
premiums are paid or at extra 
cost. 

Membership in the Sick Clubs 
or Sick Associations, of which 
some 1600 — all state-subsidized, 
audited and regulated—exist, is 
theoretically voluntary. No citi- 
zen is compelled to join‘ any of 
the clubs or associations, but 
must be a member in order to be 
eligible for old-age pensions and 
payments for disability. 

Still other insurance companies 
handle unemployment benefits. 
Employers, however, must insure 
their workers against accidents. 
The state contributes to payments 
on individual workers’ policies 
and benefits, but the bulk of the 
cost is borne by the employers. 
All persons unable to work due 
to physical incapacities receive di- 
rect state aid. 

Wives and children of members 
of the two categories of “sick 
clubs” are not automatically bene- 
ficiaries of the “voluntary” health 
insurance system. One of the prin- 
cipal criticisms put forward by the 
American students was that the 
method was not sufficiently broad. 

Former WAC’s View. 

Sylvia Neilson of Wilmington, 
Mass., former WAC, was frankly 
critical. The Danish system, in 
her opinion, did not go far enough. 
Any scheme adopted by the United 
States, she said, should be all-in- 
clusive, covering everyone from

ernment from wage and salary 
checks, weekly or monthly. 

“There is no more reason why a 
hospital,” she said, quoting a noted 
Danish authority on the subject, 
“should make different rates for 
rich or poor than a bridge should 
make different charges for differ- 
ent pedestrians. Medical attention, 
like a bridge, should really be 
free—to be used when needed.” | 

One of the most enthusiastic 
advocates of socialized medicine, 
Danish or otherwise, was William 
F. Freisen, a history major from 
Geneva, N. Y. He, like the others, 
joined one of the better sick clubs 
on arrival in Denmark. 

There were titters, then a roar 
of laughter as Freisen held forth 
on the virtues of state-subsidized 
medical and dental attention. 

“Yeah,” said C. Bushnell Olm- 
stead of Buffalo, N. Y., “Bill 
ought to love it. He’s got a mouth- 
ful of Danish medical health in- 
surance, .. .” 

Young Freisen had trouble with. 
his teeth soon after arriving in 
Denmark. He got a lot of ex- 
pensive dental work done for 
about 30 kroner, or six American 
dollars. 


Two Opponents. 

The two opponents of socialized 
medicinn were Anker Abrahamsen, 
Brookiym, N.Y., and Kenneth C, 
Pearson, of Mercer, Penn. Abra- 
hamsen’s most vivid impression 
of Denmark was the fact that all 
Danes, rich or poor, knew what 
glasses to use for which wines. 
Pearson was just plain homesick. 
All agreed that Danish food, 
weighted with potatoes and cab- 
bage, was a bit on the dull side. 

“It’s potatoes al] the time,” said 
Abrahamsen, “for breakfast, lunch 
and three kinds for dinner. They 
grow carrots and feed them to 
the pigs. They raise onions and 
export them. I don’t get it—nor 
the vegetables, either.” 

About 30 American students are 
at Aarhus. Some 15 others are 
scattered in colleges and univer- 
sities elsewhere in Denmark. Five 
or six have married Danish girls. 

Why did they choose Denmark 
rather than other European coun- 
tries for their studies? “Well,” 
explained Bill Freed, of Brooklyn, 
“everybody picks Paris or some 
such exotic place. We decided to 
come to Denmark, We had heard 
about the Vikings and the beauti- 
ful women. Besides, bud, here 
they teach In English... .”

OO many authors and publi- 

cists have been trying to 

scare us with dire prophecies 
concerning Bumanity’s future. As 
a result we are not as scared as 
we should be; that is we are 
likely to take refuge in the com- 
forting belief that the dangers to 
civilization and life as we have 
known it on this planet have 
probably been exaggerated. Even 
those with a conviction of .peril 
are inclined to be fatalistic about 
it on the ground that the in- 
dividual, in any case, is helpless 
and may as well cultivate his 
garden until the trumpet of 
doom sounds. 

It is all to the good then that 
David Cushman Coyle’s book 
“Day of Judgment” (Harper’s) 
is really moderate in tone de- 
spite the urgent sound of the 
title. It’s more effective that way. 
Mr. Coyle doesn’t minimize the 
possibilities of disaster. The list 
of such possibilities he cites is 
a familiar one and includes sud- 
den destruction by atomic energy, 
slow decline through a grow- 
ing imbalance of food resources 
and population and a loss of vi- 
tality by despairing surrender to 
an authoritarian system of the 
right or the left. But the ways 
and means of survival and prog- 
ress to a higher level of being 
are by no means inaccessible in 
his belief. His book, in fact, is 
a handy summary of indicated 


* approaches to the problems that 


beset us as well as a roll-call of 
the decisions that must be made. 

What he says is chiefly valu- 
able because it warns so clearly 
against reliance on sovereign 
remedies. A reasonable compro- 
mise between docrinaire solu- 
tions is always implied and its 
corollary, that we must be sus- 
picious of a “‘pure” system that 
promises to settle everything, 
may be taken for granted. He 
rejects, for instance, the idea 
that “free enterprise’”’ and “plan- 
ning” are engaged in a struggle 
to the death in which one or 
the other must be eliminated. 
He believes there is an area of 
operation for each. If a tendency 
toward monopoly is so great in 
a particular operation that it 
cannot be stopped, then sooner 
or later it must be regulated by 
society through its government.

Mr. Coyle is certain that 
it means in part, “good will” 
and.a feeling of creative accom- 
plishment; a chance to work 
with ideas one’s own or take part 
voluntarily in some enterprise 
where one can have a respected 
place including the power to re- 
sign. Big business—tending to- 
ward monopoly—and big unions, 
tending to remove a man’s choice 
ang enjoyment of his ocupation 
too far from his own control, are 
potential dangers. Together they 
can create a condition which 
can be resolved only by the cre- 
ation of some kind of absolut- 
ism. 

Ideally, then, the setup most 
conducive to economic freedom 
is one that permits a man to 
start. his own business, or at 
the least, to have a choice of 
bosses so that he can change 
from one to the other if he must 
do so to save his peace of mind.

This means 
“that Americans in particular 
cannot carelessly use up mate- 
rials from poorer countries to 
maintain an unreasonably lush 
standard of living for them- 


selves.” 
M world order; but he doesn’t 

believe anything more far- 
reaching than the present United 
Nations is possible at the mo- 
ment. It can set up various con- 
structive organizations but “so 
long as there is within it a 
powerful party opposed to na- 
tional freedom of any kind, the 
free nations cannot afford to 
trust the United Nations with su- 
preme military power.” 

The author feels that we—the 
United States and the world— 
are at the day of judgment be- 
cause we have finally come face 
to face with science. “‘We must 
meet the tests of this crisis and 
on the level of action where 
the problem lies. Peace can be 
had not by renouncing war in 
our hearts but only by learning 
to protect freedom so skillfully 
that every aggressor will be 
stopped short of war. Prosper- 
ity can be had not by seeking 
justice and loving mercy but by 
knowing where to tighten one 
screw and loosen another.” 


Renouncing pat solutions Mr. 
Coyle does not offer one in a 
capsule himself. But he inter- 
prets the main questions reason- 
ably and indicates, in many in- 
stances, how reason can be ap- 
plied. It’s a good contribution 
to a continuing debate.

OW capricious history can 

H be! A man named Car- 

mack struck gold in the 

Yukon. But the sands of wealth 

lay at the bottom of Bonanza 

Creek, so memory of Carmack 

died swiftly. 

It was different with John 
Sutter, who had abandoned a 
wife and four children in Switz- 
erland to seek adventure and 
riches in America. His employes 
found gold in the millrace 
known as Sutter’s Creek. Thus 
his name endured, and today we 
have a biography of him by Mar- 
guerite Eyer Wilbur, one of Cali- 
fornia’s eminent scholars. 

The. biography is heavily fic- 
tionalized. Often it is difficult 
to decide where history leaves 
off and imagination begins. At 
the age of 10, Sutter is seduced 
by a woman of the streets on a 
gay day that Napoleon Bena- 
parte paraded in Basle. This is 
related in great detail, down to 
the conversation between the 
precocious youngster and the 
prostitute. 

After this lurid start, the book 
is full of Sutter’s exploits with 
squaws in California. John, or 
Johann as his intimates called 
him, must have been the most 
lusty individual in the annals of 
the pioneer commonwealth on 
the Pacific. Although Mrs. Wil- 
bur unquestionably understands 
frontier California, this knowl-

edge and understanding seldom 
penetrate the lavish brocade of 
fiction and fancy which hang 
about Sutter. Too many pages 
are devoted to his affairs with 
Indian women, to his drinking 
and his sagging health, and too 
little to the impact of the discov- 
ery of gold on the burgeoning 
West.

OR all her capacity for 
analysis, Mrs. Wilbur has 
turned out too much foam 
and too little beer. It would be 
better to know the names of the 
Senators who rejected Sutter's 
pleas for a congressional pen- 
sion than to learn, repeatedly, of 
the indignation of the Indian 
braves whose women Sutter had 
pilfered. 

The biography’s most realistic 
passages are at its close. The 
gold in the millrace bearing his 
name never enriched Sutter. He 
is destitute and dissolute. Final- 
ly he is with the wife whom he 
deserted long before in Europe. 
They seek aid from Congress. 
California has become a great 
golden land in the sunset. Sut- 
ter’s discovery has lured count- 
less thousands across the plains 
and mountains. 

But the bill for the relief of 
John A. Sutter dies in commit- 
tee. The forty-sixth session ad- 
journs without taking action. 
Sutter, crushed by disappoint- 
ment, eroded by years of dissi- 
pation, dies in a dingy Washing- 
ton, D. C., hotel.

UT on the Western plains 
0 a coyote raises his voice— 
it may bring despair to the 
rancher, sheepman and farmer— 
but to J. Frank Dobie it “revives 
.the dews of forgotten mornings.” 

The eminent folklorist of the 
Southwest gives a complete re- 
port on the coyote in fact and 
in fiction. He has not only ex- 
amined everything in print con- 
cerning the animal, but has 
traveled thousands of miles in- 
terviewing the on-the-ground 
out-of-door men who know the 
coyote best. It is Dobie’s finest 
performance since “The Long- 
horns.” 

The coyote has many names. 
Canis latrans is his scientific 
designation. Clavijero, in 1780, 
speaks of the coyotl. Lewis &

R. VAN DOREN’S simple 
but sensible and penetrat- 
ing study of Hawthorne, 

the third book in the American 

Meh of Letters Series, is only a 

fraction of recent investigation 

and interpretation of that chron- 
icler of “secret sin, and those 
sad mysteries which we hide 
from our nearest and dearest, 
and would fain conceal from our 
own consciousness.”’ 

Published earlier this year, in 

a Bulletin of the New York Pub- 

lic Library, is an account of 

‘“Hawthorne’s Reading, 1828- 

1850,”" by Marion L. Kesselring; 

and soon to appear from the 

Yale University Press is “Haw- 

thorne’s Last Phase,’’ by Edward 

H. Davidson, who is also at work 

on a critical edition of Haw- 

thorne’s “Grimshawe.” In prog- 
ress as well is the Hawthorne 

Correspondence Project, the first 

full collection of Hawthorne’s 

letters ever to be published, and 


a definitive edition of Haw- 
thorne’s French and _ Italian 
Note-books. 

Last year was hardly less not- 
able for Hawthorne items. “‘The 
Portable Hawthorne” shared at- 
tention with “Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne: The American Years,’’ by 
Robert Cantwell, “A Fire Was 
Lighted,’”’ by Theodore Maynard 
(a biography of Hawthorne’s 
daughter, Rose Hawthorne Lath- 
rop), and “Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne: A Biography,’ by Ran- 
dall Stewart (Post - Dispatch, 
21 November 1948.)

O THE author of the last- 

named, Mr. Van Doren 

gives credit for knowing 
“more about Hawthorne’s life 
than any other living man.” His 
own new work on Hawthorne is 
in no sense, then, a significant 
addition to what is already 
known and published about Haw- 
thorne himself. Though he calls 
Hawthorne “‘a man whom no one 
ever found it easy to describe,” 
he supplies telling lines from the 
varied testimony of contempo- 
raries to convey a vivid impres- 
sion of powerful personality. 
Charles Reade was struck, for 
instance, by Hawthorne’s eyes— 
“the most magnificent be had 
ever seen in a human head.” 
Others recorded his “easy, be- 
witching style’ of conversation, 
“of which he was perfect master 
when he pleased.’’ Mr. Van 
Doren says he didn’t often 
please. To one whimsically in- 
clined person he looked “‘like a 
bonded pirate.”’” Like many men 
of important minds, he had 
much if not infinite variety in a 
little room. 

The quiet distinction of Mr. 
Van Doren’s book lies in the 
perceptiveness that his poetically 


sensitive mind brings to the inte- 
gration of comment on all of 
Hawthorne’s stories, to the 
unique end of showing how 
clearly any one of these stories 
embodies Hawthorne’s whole 
being. Certain of the tales, Mr. 
Van Doren writes, “gave astound- 
ing—or was it terrifying—evi- 
dence of where his mind had 
been.” But, he says, “Haw- 
thorne seldom used, seldom per- 
haps possessed, his full power.” 

The lucid syllables of Mr. Van 
Doren’s summaries are nowhere 
more illuminating than in his 
final words about “Young Good- 
man Brown,” a story immensely 
meaningful, he asserts, “because 
the sounds of this special world 
are so brilliantly, so heartbreak- 
ingly orchestrated; because the 
hum of a supernatural energy is 
authentic from beginning to end; 
because, in short, Hawthorne 
neglected no triumph of his art 
in the service of whatever idea 
it was that possessed him.”

AKING issue where neces- 
sary with earlier critics 
(Henry James, for instance, 
and Edgar Allan Poe), Mr. Van 
Doren often emphasizes with his

son that he is one himself.” He 
censures certain critics who have 
too sweepingly called Hawthorne 
“insensitive to the great fact of 
society,” remarking drily that 
‘neither his marratives nor his 
notebooks support the charge.” 


Discerning, wise, factual but 
acutely interpretive, this book 
proves ably that criticism can 
perpetuate itself with a high de- 
gree of freshness and vitality. 
Few readers who follow Mr. Van 
Doren’s luminous commentary 
will reject his final words about 
a writer whose greatness is now 
more secure than ever because 
of the understanding spread by 
able critics. The imperishable in 
Hawthorne, Mr. Van Doren sums 
up, “his one deathless virtue, is 
that rare thing in any literature, 
an utterly serious imagination. 
It was serious, and so it was lov- 
ing; it was loving, and so it 
could laugh; it could laugh, and 
so it could endure the horror it 
saw in every human heart. But 
it saw the honor there along 
with the horror, the dignity by 
which in some eternity our pain 
is measured. Hawthorne was out 
of-touch with his time, and he 
will be out of touch with any 
time. He thought man was im- 
mortal: a mistake made only by 
the greatest writers.’

THE WRATH AND THE WIND. By 
Alexander Key.

N April 1841 Capt. Maury St. 
| John, a cynical young doctor 

of Apalachicola, was trying 
to get his schooner (whose hold 
was mostly full of dead Negroes) 
into port when he came upon a 
barkentine in trouble. Maury 
went aboard to help bring her 
in. His good deed was the begin- 
ning of a series of events that 
changed his life. For aboard the 
boat were Dr. Delafield and his 
daughter, Catherine, who had 
come from Salem to begin a new 
life in the fast growing cotton 
town of St. Joseph on the upper 
Gulf Coast of Florida. ‘ 

If St. John did not make a 
good impression on Delafield, an 
impassioned Abolitionist sympa- 
thizer, he captured. the interest 
of his daughter, whose mixed 
Salem and Creole blood sensed a 
daring and adventurous kinship 
with the doctor-slaver. St. John 
was soon involved in a heady ro- 
mance that ended as quickly and 
violently as it had begun. 

It was not voluptuous Cather- 
ine Delafield who was to divert 
Maury St. John from the slave 
traffic—but Zeda, a mute white 
girl, whom he bought at a slave 


auction. And it was an epidemic 
of yellow jack, for which, St. 
John was in a measure respons- 
ible, which took him as doctor 
to St. Joseph in an attempt to 
save a whole suffering popula- 
tion. But St.-Joseph was not to 
be saved by the efforts of a man 
—it was the wind which utterly 
destroyed the town and kept the 
epidemic from sweeping the 
whole region. ; 

Alexander Key’s exciting novel 
is both fact and fiction. A na- 
tive of Florida, lured by its 
swamps with their evidences of 
pirate treasure, lost forts and 
missions, he came upon a deso- 
late graveyard and from it 
learned the dramatic history of 
the town the dead once inhabit- 
ed, St. Joseph, the neighbor and 
rival of Apalachicola. If in tell- 
ing this story Key has filled his 
book with all the stock charac- 
ters of a boom town and de- 
votees of the slave trade, he has 
placed them in an atmosphere 
that satisfies the most critical. 
For the dank, impenetrable un- 
easiness of the swamps and the 
enmity of the sea are compell- 
ingly real and balance the au- 
thor’s tendency to over-color his 
plot and characters.

Clendinen wrote that “there may 
be others in radio or newspaper 
work also collecting state pay 
checks whose payroll connection 
has not been discovered, but care- 
ful inquiry in the Capitol has 
failed to uncover any large hand- 
outs of tax money to newspaper

Louis Post-Dispatch and the Chi- 
cago Daily News). 

endinen said State Comptrol- 
ler’s records show the following on 
state payrolls: 

Frank Pepper, general manager 
of Radio Station WRHP in Tal- 
lahassee, employed in February as 
a part-time Deputy Motor Vehicle 
Commissioner at $150 a month 
plus traveling expenses averaging 
about $50 a month to “help with 
public relations.” He is a brother 
of United States Senator Claude 
Pepper. 

Drafts House Rules. 

Allen Morris, political columnist 
for 11 Florida newspapers, prin- 
cipally the Jacksonville Journal 
and other in the John H. Perry 
chain—vice chairman of the State 
Advertising Commission, a non- 
salaried job, with a maximum ex- 
pense alowance of $7.50 a day.

Pending an 
autopsy, his wife’s death was at- 
tributed to a heart condition in- 
duced by shock.

$94,023 RISE IN SALES 
TAXES IN TST QUARTER 


Total of $16,666,880 Col- 
lected—Smallest Gain Since 
End of wee,

JEFFERSON CITY, May 21— 
State sales tax collections for the 
first three months of 1949 totaled 
$16,665,880, an increase of $94,023 
over the corresponding first quar- 
ter of last year, the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue announced to- 
day. 

However, this gain in revenue 
from the Missouri tax of 2 per 
cent on retail sales for a quar- 
terly. period, as compared to the 
like period of a preceding year, 
was the smallest since the close 
of the war, it was said. 


The sales tax collections, the 
principal general revenue source 
for the state, has shown a con- 
tinuing upward trend. The $18,- 
749,480 total for the fourth quarter 
of 1948, which was the record high 
since the tax was established in 
1934, was $1,100,000 greater than 
in the corresponding quarter of 
1947. The third quarter of 1948 
produced sales taxes about $2,300,- 
000 greater than the like period 
of 1947. 

The diminished rate of increase 
for the first quarter of this year 
was attributed to declines in buy- 
ing reported in several retail 
fields, including department stores, 
and some drop in retail prices. 

The $16,666,880 collected for Jan- 
uary, February and March of this 
year, the last of which was re- 
ceived this week, actually was $2,- 
082,600 less than the record of 
$18,749,480 for the fourth quar- 
ter of 1948. However, these quar- 
ters are not properly comparable, 
according to the department, since 
the fourth quarter of last year, in- 
cluded Christmas buying.

Report Predicts Lower 
Average Food Costs,

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department pre- 
dicted today that consumers will 
remain prosperous enough the 
rest of the year to prevent a 
sharp decline in farm prices, 


Nevertheless, food prices in the 
months ahead are 
average lower than in the same 
period last year, it said. 

The Department said there has 
been some slackening in business 
activity. Its report added: 

“Nevertheless, consumer  in- 
comes in 1949 are likely to con- 
tinue sufficiently high to support 
greater expenditures than in any 
year prior to 1948. 

“General economic activity is 
expected to continue at a high 
level throughout 1949, but some- 
what lower than last year. A 
sharp drop is not indicated for 
the year in view of the fact that 
investment by business for new 


spending for housing are expected 
to continue heavy although some- 
what below last year’s level.” 

The Department said the eco- 
nomic situation will be helped by 
greater expenditures by federal, 
state and local governments. 

Foreign demand for farm prod- 
ucts may be better than was ex- 
pected earlier in the year. This 
is because crop prospects in 
Europe are less favorable than a 
year ago. 

Some change from 1948 in the 
composition of food exports is ex- 
pected this year. The 1949 ex- 
ports of corn, rye, meats, fats and 
oils, and dairy products probably 
will be larger than last year, but 
those of wheat may be lower. 

The Department said Americans 
are buying a little less food this 
year than last. Nevertheless, in- 
dividual consumption this year is 
expected to average about 10 per 
cent above the prewar level. 

Consumption of most livestock 
products in 1949 is expected to be 
about the same as last year. More 
pork and better grades of beef

PARIS, May 21—A long, hard 
and complicated bargaining ses- 
rary work- 
ing agreement over rmany, but 
falling short of complete agree- 
ment between the East and West, 
is generally expected to result 
from the Council of Foreign Min- 
isters meeting opening here Mon- 
day. 
The key to the proceedings will 
be provided by the Russians when 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky states their position at the 
beginning of the meeting. This 
position has been kept absolutely 
secret and-it is anybody’s guess 
whether it will be very concilia- 
tory, lukewarm, or rough and tough. 
Most of the experts are. inclined 
to think that it will be somewhere 
in the middle. 

Probable Soviet Course. 

They do not think that the Rus- 
sians will go ‘completely over- 
board to get agreement on the 
unification of Germany. They do 
expect, however, that the Russians 
will do everything to secure a 
working arrangement 
their. own eastern zone of Ger- 
many and western Germany. 
The Russians are expected to do 
everything possible to revive and 
increase trade between Western 
Germany on the one hand and 
eastern Germany and the Iron 
Curtain countries on the other 
hand. Their aim. will be obvious, 
to re-establish Germany’s econom- 
ic reliance on eastern Europe and, 
thereby, on Russia. In other 
words, they will endeavor to gsé- 
cure by tegitimate commercial 
means what they have failed 
to do by roughhouse tactics such 
as the Berlin blockade. 
The Western Allies will hammer 
on the need for greater political 
freedom in eastern Germany. If 
the Russians press for the amalga- 
mation of eastern Germany and 
western Germany they will be told 
that eastern Germany must be 
prepared to accept the principles 
of the democratic Bonn constitu- 
tion, which is to govern western 
Germany. They will probably also 
be told that it would be impossible 
for the two areas to be joined as 
long as the eastern zone is prac- 
tically Sovietized industrially and 
economically. 
Thus, if the majority of the ex- 
perts are correct, there will still 
be two Germanys, western Ger- 
Many under the Bonn constitu- 
tion and eastern Germany under 
the so-called people’s congress.

IME was, and not so long 

ago, when science was 

making as Many—and as 
glowing - promises to the 
credulous human family as 
Santa Claus. In those days 
the Brave New World of the 
future was pictured as a 
sort of push-button paradise 
in which all the unpleasant 
chores of life would be per- 
formed by machines. Every- 
body would spend: his time 
picking daisies, riding in 
high - pdwered, inter - stellar 
aero-busses or bathing in 
specially fermented cham- 
pagne. 

In that glittering day aft- 
er tomorrow none would be 
so poor but that he would 
command an electrical or an 
atomic impulse that would 
do the work of a hundred 
servants. And since every- 
body would have everything, 
there would be nothing to 
fight about. 

Somehow the dream has 
faded. Science is no longer 
Santa Claus but a scolding 
Cassandra warning us that, 
unless we watch sharp, our 
world is going to be taken 
over by the insects. 

The first shock came with 
the atom bomb and its 
promise of summary de- 
struction. Next the conser- 
vationists and the Neo- 
Malthusians began writing 
books telling us that we 
were using up our resources 
faster than we could replace 
them. So it’s a different and 
tougher World of Tomorrow 
that we see when any of us 
have the hardihood to look 
that way.

It gets its neurishment 
from the subsoil and will 
ow even in rocky areas, 
bsorbs great quantities of 
carbon dioxide, liberates 
Much oxygen and evapor- 
ates as much as several 
hundred gallons of water 
per day which would other- 
wise sweep down to the sea 
carrying - valuable minerals 
with it. So trees would help 
to keep our land from wash- 
ing away and at the same 
time round out a menu. 

Of course, human beings 
can’t digest raw wood, Prof. 
Rochow notes, with regret. 
So it would have to be re- 
duced to sugar that we 
could use for carbohydrates. 
By then humanity will have 
become so economically 
-minded that it will use wood 
products for a double pur- 
pose. It is suggested that 
the citizen of the future will 
give an ordér such as this 
when he goes to the store: 


“IT want half a dozen 
shirts, size 16 with 33 sleeve 
length and vanilla flavor- 
ing.” 


The reason: He will eat 
his shirt when he is finished 
wearing it because it will 
be made from edible ma- 
terial. Perhaps he might 
have even a kind of ice 
cream soda after all by 
whipping up a few pajama 
tops with some vegetable 
fats. 


For proteins—those chemi- . 


cal combinations which 
make a beef steak biological- 
ly worth while as well as 
good fun—we will have fish 
and we will draw closer to 
the sea for other chemicals 
and minerals. 


For the buliding of ve- 
hicles, we will use magnes- 
ium mstead of steel if we 
still want plenty of auto- 
mobiles. Prof. Rochow 
thinks that we may work 
out a system whereby cars 
are leased instead of pur- 
chased.

Voices of the Night 


At Possum Trot Farm

UR old farm house at Possum Trot has places where one 

may sit at any time of day or evening to enjoy the view. 
Sunset or moonrise, night-hawks harvesting insects in the 

sky high above the valley, crows winging home to roost, song 
birds busily carrying insects 
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to fledglings in their nests, | 


a pair of bob-whites dusting 
in the garden—these are 


things we enjoy. There are 


also many favorite places 
about the farm—the high 
ridge field beside the house 
which I have described so 
many times, gravel bars 
along the creek, the willow 
oak beside the big pond, or 
the magnificent view of the 
valley stretching, away to 
south and west when we 
climb the steep field which 
runs back to the base of 
Buford Mountain. 


All these are spots which. 


we enjoy—where we would 

like to make daily visits. 

Mama has plans for benches 

to be built at most of these 

Places where we can rest 
and enjoy the vidw. But we don’t have time to build the 
benches—tior even visit the places nearly as often as we'd 
like to do, si 
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At this time of year the east terrace, with its 
commanding view of the mountain, is our favorite place 
to rest for a few moments before supper. And almost 
always, after darkness has fallen, we sit there for a 
while to listen to the voices of the spring night. Below 
us the creek sings over its gravel bed—but one must 
listen carefully to hear it, for it lies at the foot of 
the bluff and some distance away from the house. 
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@ FIRE-FLIES FLICKER, OUT ACROSS THE GARDEN, 
rhythmically flashing their small lanterns. Overhead, although 
we cannot see them, the night-hawks stil] hunt, and call un- 
musically as they fly. Most of the song birds are silent at 
night. But if there is a moon, we may be treated to the some- 
what comical performance of the yellow-breasted chat; or a 
mocking bird will start softly, then gradually increase the 
volume of his song until he is giving us a regular concert per- 
formance. Up and down the creek, whip-poor-wills call and 
answer—and finally the big barred owls begin to boom. 
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@ IN LATE APRIL AND MAY, however, it is the symphony 
of the frogs which lures us out to east terrace on every warm 
evening. It is a strange thing how, down through the ages, 
we have been trained to think of the toads and frogs as crea- 
tures somehow loathsome, not to say unmusical. “Toe of frog 
and eye of newt”—so we make the poor creatures part of 
every witch’s brew and talk of warts which grow if we touch 
them. 

Yet nothing in the world ‘could be less harmful than our 
frogs and toads. Many of them are quite musical, while the 
notes of most are at least interesting. Practically all mem- 
bers of the order are useful as insect destroyers or scavengers 
in the ponds and creeks where they live—and in the laboratory 
they have served science in many ways. The big bull-frog and 
the green frog furnish a real delicacy which we are enjoying 
at this time of year—frog-legs fried to a golden brown. 
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@ IT IS DURING THE SPRING MATING SEASON that the 
toads and frogs become musicians—and the exact date of their 
singing may be determined by water temperatures in their 
streams or ponds or the air itself, or sometimes by spring rain- 
fall. Earliest of all is hyla crucifer, the “spring peeper,” 
although, unlike some admirers of his, we do not look upon 
his arrival as a certain sign that winter is over. Sometimes 
we've had him start singing in early February, after which 
has come our worst winter weather. 

The peeper is a tiny fellow, about an inch long. When he - 
decides to sing, he puffs out his throat in a way which is 
exceedingly amusing to see. . 
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Hyla Versicolor, the tree frog, another small mem- 
ber of the family, changes color according to the en- 
vironment in which he finds himself. He has tiny 
suction-cups on his feet which enable him to cling 
securely to the smoothest surface. And he is one of 
the finest singers of the family. 
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@ AT THIS SEASON THE CHORUS WHICH WE can hear 
from the terrace includes both of these, the meadow frogs 
which can hardly be called musical, the cricket frog, the 
American toad which has a long, sweet trill that many naj- 
uralists consider one of the sweetest sounds in nature, and 
several others. Finally, when they all get going in a chorus, 
the big green frogs and bull frogs tune up with their bass 
fiddles over on the pond a quarter mile away. “Jug-o-rum,” 
they say. Sometimes it’s a single big fellow; sometimes he’s 
in unison with a dozen others, 

If you are unfamiliar with the songs of the frogs, stop in 
at your record store and ask to hear the Cornell University 
records, “Voices of the Night.” A remarkable job of recording 
has been done in this album—and you'll agree after hearing it 
that not all our frogs are unmusical. 
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@ ALL DAY LONG, AT THIS SEASON, Mama is kept busy 
by her nesting song birds. The chipping sparrows deserted 
their nest in the low cedar next to the terrace, leaving three 
blue eggs smaller than the end of your little finger. The 
Carolina wrens kept Nuisance and Veronicgin the house most 
of the time for 10 days—and Mama at Her wit’s end. But 
yesterday I saw the whole family in a brush-pile on the edge 
of the woods and know they are safely hatched. The starlings 
—worse luck—have brought off a brood from their nest inside 
the-eaves. Not a species to be encouraged, yet cheerful and 
full of droll calls, they can mimic a guineahen or a bob-white 
to the life. In the gugar maples are an orchard oriole whose 
morning song we enjoy; a pair of yellow-billed cuckoos, and 
probably some others. There are phoebes in the machine 
shed, cardinals in a wild rose beside the road, mocking birds 
near the garden,

Young Franklin Roosevelt Proved 
He Was 'Chip Off the Old Block’ 
by Giving Tammany a Walloping 
to Win a Seat in Congress

NEW YORK, May 21. 


F the old-fashioned country 
| store were still on the New 

York City scene, it would be 
easy to imagine the old parties 
with their feet against the pot- 
bellied stove, remarking wryly: 

“Well, gol durn it, junior went 
and done it.” 

The “junior” of course, would 
mean only one man this week, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., the 34- 
year-old representative-elect from 
the Twentieth Congress District 
on New York’s West Side. Young 
Roosevelt (he prefers to be called 
Frank) was swept into office in 
the special election Tuesday to fill 
the seat held for 26 years by Rep- 
resentative Sol Bloom, who died 
March 7 at the age of 78. 

The term “junior” was first used 
by the Tammany campaign forces 
of Justice Benjamin Shalleck of 
Municipal Court, and adopted by 
William H. McIntyre, an insurance 
claims adjuster who ran an almost 
poverty-stricken Republican cam- 
paign. It was patently incongru- 
ous. 

To begin with the word “junior” 
conjures a picture of a rather 
bumbling, highly dependent per- 
son. That is not the West Side’s 
new Congressman. He is as tall as 
his mother and husky. Women, 
young and old, squealed and tit- 
tered with pleasure at his speeches 
and, clearly, he looked like the 
type of man who could go down 
to the piers on the brawling wa- 
terfront on the south end of his 
district and, if the rules were 
Queensberry, do all right. | 

Roosevelt, now on his way on a 
visit to Israel, scored his phenome- 
nal victory although scorned, re- 
jected and attacked by his own 
Democratic party. 

What happened? He polled 41,- 
136 votes, 31,027 on the Liberal 
party line, and 10,109 on the Four 
Freedoms line, the latter a special 
device on the voting machine to 
attract Democrats and independ- 
ent voters who might not like the 
Liberal party. The Democrats 
polled 24,353. The Republicans, 
10,026 and Dr. Annette T. Ruben- 
stein, the American Labor party 
private school principal, ran out 
of the money with 5348. Roose- 
velt’s plurality over the Democrat, 
was 16,784. Worse, for the shat- 
tered Democrats, he had a clear 
majority over all three of 1410. 

How come? First, of all, he 
had experts masterminding his 
every move. Second, he had ap- 
parently unlimited funds. Third, 
he worked as hard as the steve- 
dores who work and live in the 
lower end of his district. 

The district runs from rough- 
tough Chelsea on the south, with 
its heavy Irish Catholic vote, north 
to a generally well-to-do Jewish 
neighborhood and just entering the 
borders of poverty stricken Har- 
lem. A composite, all-pleasing 
candidate is something of an 
achievement, for there are also a 
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FTER giving the .matter a

good block of Greeks, some

OOSEVELT won the case and 
R got a lot of publicity out of it 

—at Republican expense. His 
main headquarters—there were 
several— was running day and 
night, turning out news releases 
at a staggering rate.

He did little attacking, confining 
his remarks to general charges 
against Tammany and its gang- 
ster links, and avoiding personal 
acrimony. 

To be sure, one of his greatest 
campaigners lies beneath the soil 
in the rose garden at Hyde Park.

combat, serving as a member of 
President Truman’s Committee on

ACANCIES in the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra are usu- 

ally filled by musicians 

brought from other cities. Many 
St. Louisans not entirely familiar 
with the facts have regarded this 
practice as one dictated by pref- 
erence rather than necessity and 
the suspected bias against local 
aspirants has provoked a certain 
resentment. Actually the orches- 
tra management would be de 
lighted if it could find every re- 
placement needed within its own 
community; and not merely for 
patriotic reasons. 

A newcomer brought from New 
York, Los Angeles or elsewhere 
must wait a year before he can 
transfer to the St. Louis union. 
Meanwhile he is debarred from 
taking any employment other than 
his symphony job and as a con- 
sequence feels somewhat restless 
and insecure during that period. 
Several good players have stayed 
only a season because they 
wouldn’t or couldn’t take the time 
necessary to become fully estab- 
lished here. Obviously it would 
be to the orchestra’s advantage 
if all its initiates were already 
St. Louisans, complete with local 
connections, a proper place to 
live and access to jobs in the 
Muny Opera and elsewhere.

WHAT HAS WORKED against 
St. Louisans who wanted jobs in 
the Symphony was not lack of 
ability but insufficient experience 
in reading scores rapidly and the 
other aspects of orchestral team- 
work. And they didn’t have the 
experience because there was no 
way of getting it within the city 
itself.

Even the best informed western 
leaders are going into the confer- 
ence without any hard clues as to 
the present direction of Soviet 
policy. 

If the meeting is to be a prop- 
aganda battié, the Russians may 
base their bid for new popular 
support in Germany on a demand 
for a quick peace treaty and 
early troop withdrawal. 


Present indications are that the 
western powers may counter this 
with moves of their own intended 
to show that what the Russians 
really want over a long period 
is to convert Germany into a 
Communist state under Soviet 
control. 

As for direct appeals to the 
German people, the West may on 
its part demand a readjustment 
of present boundaries between 
Germany and Poland to give Ger- 
many’s crowded millions more 
living space. 

If the Russians want to make a 
serious effort to reach agreement, 
the Paris meeting from the west- 
ern point of view will be simply 
the first of a long series of ne-

on the state Supreme ‘Court next 
Decembér. 

He has an opportunity to dram- 
atize his efforts to wear the “lib- 
eral” label.if he can find the right 
man. 

Connecticut politicians say, it’s 
almost certain Bowles won't clear 
the way-for his own appointment 
to the Sénate. He apparently 
thinks the road to the presidential 
nomination has fewer detours 
through. the Governor's office, 
where the record is made mostly 
on state issues. 

Of -course the Republicans 
could spoil Bowles’s plan if they 
managéd to push him out of office 
in the 1950 Governor’s race. He 
barely skinned by last November 
although President Truman lost

Relations between Truman and 
Bowles seem now to be friendly.

Discussed at Red Cross Session 


in Atomic War 


Cieilians. Under 15 and More Than 65, 
Mothers of Young Children and Pregnant

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 21— 
For persons unable to flee to the 
South Seas to escape atomic war, 
the International Red Cross con- 
ference of 57 nations meeting here 
has developed an easier exit. 

To save your life, you walk or 
run to an “island of security,” 
one in an artificial archipelago of 
closed areas far from legitimate 
targets. 

To be worth saving you myst 


be a noncombatant in the new, 


atomic sense. You must be under 
15 or More than 65 years of age. 
You can also be admitted if you 
are wounded or sick, a mother 
having a child under 7, or an ex- 
pectant mother. 

Otherwise, you stay outside and 
take whatever comes, saturation 
bombing, atomic ray, rain of Ger- 
mans, or radioactive drinking 
water. 3 

These “islands,” veritable inland 
Catalinas and Cubas when the 
conference started, have been 
shrinking until it is by no means 
certain that they can be elevated 
above the chaotic surface of war. 

New Status for Civilians. 

Hitherto, Red Cross agreements 
covered only prisoners and hos- 
pital . cases. This experimental 
agreement on civil populations is 
the first to give them a preferred 
status. The Geneva .convention, 
partly made up of military men, , 
is far from decided that civilians | 
are entitled to special immunity. 

The opposition is directed less 
against the “islands” themselves 
than against the idea of forcing 
nations to adopt them. 

The American mission under the 
popular and likable Leland Harri- 
son, wartime minister to Switzer- 
land, favors making the refuges 
optional. The act now says that 
powers “shall endeavor” to set 
apart the safety places. The 
Americans would prefer it to read 
“may endeavor.” 

Canada backs the Americans, 


ljert Craigie, head of their mission, 


saying that governments are not 
schoolboys to be told by outside 
authority what they must do to 
save their own people. 

Russians Unusually Quiet. 

The Russian delegate, square- 
jawed Gen. Nicolai Slavine, hit 
the North American views, say- 
ing: “What really troubles me are 
the reasons underlying all these 
amendments of the proposal.” Gen- 
erally it is evident that the 
Soviets, quieter; than usual and 
perhaps not quite confident of 
matching strides with the west on 
atomic progress, are eager to have 
the “islands” kept alive. 

The Chinese minister in Switzer- 
land, Nan-ju Wu, is unexpectedly 
pessimistic about the usefulness of 
the islands. He drew a vision of 
the unmanageable millions of the 
civilian populations, maddened by 
fear, storming the barricades of 
the areas of refuge and taking 
them over. 

The British, who on their bomb- 
drenched island might be expected 
to welcome the idea of loca] secur- 
ity, are bringing marked opposi-

fied acceptance. So many new 
words are being added that some 
dictionaries now put ‘out supple- 
ments between editions to keep 
up with the pace. 

“There is no longer a single 
standard of acceptable English,” 
says Prof. Allen Walker Read of 
Columbia University, one of the 
modern experts. 

“One style is proper to one 
audience, another to a different 
altidience. The main thing is 
to communicate your thoughts 
clearly. Many of the old rules 
were just made up by people who 
had certain ideas and whom the 
rest followed like sheep,” 

Big Increase in Vocabulary. 

Changes and growth are not 
new to English. Prof. Albert H. 
Marckwardt of the University of 
Michigan, author and authority on 
acceptable English, says the vo- 
cabulary of the language ap- 
parently has quadrupled in three 
and one-half centuries and the 
number who speak it has in- 
creased §0-fold. He cites figures 
indicating that 270,000,000 speak it 
today, and foresees considerable 
increase in that number. 

The (American) National Coun- | 
cil of Teachers of English, with 
more than 10,000 members, has 
Played a considerable part in the 
changes. When wide usage flouts 
an ‘old rule, the teachers (chiefly 
on the college level) engage in re- 
search and study to determine 
whether they are justified in rec- 
ommending that usage should 
overrule the rule. They discuss 
their findings in articles and con- 
ventions and wrap up their con- 
clusions in student handbooks. 
Many of these are used to teach 
composition to college freshmen, 
who number more than 500,000 a 
year. 

Among outstanding professors 
er assistant professors of English 
who have made names in the 
field are Marckwardt, Read, Mar- 
garet Bryant of Brooklyn College; 
C. C. Fries, University of Michi- 
gan, and Robert C. Pooley, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Add to the 
list of experts on changing Eng- 
lish, Jess M. Stein, managing edi- 
tor of the American College Dic- 
tionary (Random House) and 
Robert Voorhees, managing editor 
of Funk & Wagnalls dictionaries, 
and a long list of savants who 
have aided in their preparation. 

Some Approved Changes. 


Here are some changes ap- 
proved by one or more of these 
experts: 

Prepositions may be used to end 
gentences sometimes, if wedging 
one into the body of a sentence 
makes it awkward or alters the 
meaning. One expert says the 
old rule came in part from rhetor- 
ical theory, that it does not apply 
to the English language and never 
has been observed in general prac- 
tice. 

The split infinitive is not abso- 
lutely taboo any more. The teach- 
ers who tell the teachers say 
there are circumstances when 
split infinitives are necessary if 
the meaning is to be clear, though 
they should be avoided when they 
result in awkwardness. One calls 
the old rule “little more than 
pedantic rubbish.” .: 

OK is given unqualified stand- 
ing as a word in one dictionary. 
Several others label it “colloquial,” 
and some still omit it. A college 
president may say “OK” but he 
still would not use it in an address 
to students. 

In practice, farther and further 
are interchanged in all uses ex- 
cept when the meaning is “in ad- 
dition” or “more,” where only fur- 
ther is permissible.

OF EAST REICH 
ROUGH, RUTHLESS 


Elite Force of 10,000 
Trusted by Russians 
Feared by Their Own 
Countrymen.

LUEBECK, Germany, May 21 
(AP)—The most fanatical Ger- 
man armed force today is the 
frontier police of the Soviet zone. 

Ten thousand strong, they call 
themselves “workers in uniform.” 

In nearly a year guarding the 
western limits of Russian-occupied 
Germany, they apparently have 
earned the trust of the Russian 
army and the gratitude of the 
Communist — party. They are 
feared by millions of German civ- 
ilians, 


Tactic of Terror. 

This correspondent has observed 
the frontier police in action along 
500 jagged miles of the iron cur- 
tain, extending from the flat coast 
of the Baltic to the foot of the 
Bohemian plateau. They know 
one thing by heart—the tactic of 
terror, 

In the Communist plan for seiz- 
ure of power, as disclosed in Hun- 


the standard issue in Hitler’s army. 
Their base pay is 450 marks a 
month, compared to 250 west 
marks which western police re- 
ceive. They have special privileges 
in buying rationed food and cloth- 
ing. They recognize only two 
loyalties—the Soviet Army and the 
Socialist Unity party. 

The frontier police are ruthless. 
When they catch a western illegal, 
they lock him up for a week or 
so before expelli him over the 
frontier. Eastern illegals may get 
an even rougher reception. When 
they shoot, they shoot to kill. 

Face to face, this correspondent 
has found the typical east fron- 
tier policeman to be swaggering 
and belligerent. He glories in car- 
rying a weapon, wielding the pow- 
er of life or death over other Ger-

They belong to a “lost generation,” 
deeply influenced by four years of 
Russian rule. 

Their officers are somewhat 
older—former prisoners of war in 
Russia, who went through rigor- 
ous Communist training in camp 
schools before being released. 

Nobody gets into the force with- 
out first having applied to and 
been approved by the Socialist 
Unity (Communist) party. 

Those sent to frontier duty are 
the pick of the lot. As recruits, 
they go through military drill 
which is copied almost exactly 
from the old Wehrmacht.

They are creative, limited only 
by the child’s imagination and ability to use them. Two small 
sawhorses and a few planks can make a seesaw, a loading 
ramp, a backyard pi os Bridge. 

These play materials, in the opinion of Barenholtz, “grow” 
with the child, have long-term appeal. A child plays with them 
at his own level of development, never has feelings of inade- 
quacy because the toy is too complicated or difficult.

HERE are two kinds of spumoni, the Italian ice cream. 
One is of the bombe type, made in a mold and contain- 
ing two kinds of ice cream. The other has a rich custard 

base and is flavored with brandy-soaked glazed fruit. The 
latter type is made by Bill Hartman, head of an ice cream 
company, in five-gallon lots, but his method can be adapted 
to the making of spumoni in family-sized quantities. 

First, a custard is made by scalding milk, stirring in 
sugar and salt and pouring the liquid slowly over begten 
egg yolks. Mixture is beaten and put to cook over hot 
water until it coats the spoon. Thickened custard is then 
set aside and allowed to cool. 

Chopped brandy-soaked glazed fruits and nuts and 
heavy cream are added to cooled custard and all is mixed 
briskly before it is turned into a freezer. Container is cov- 
ered well and then packed about with a mixture of four 

crushed ice to one part coarse rock salt. Crank is

IGHTLY tucked into modest quarters scattered about the city, 
T second-hand book shops exercise a compelling power of at- 
traction over passersby.

Prowling 
the narrow aisles, they take inventory of high shelves while 
clinging to rolling ladders, check low shelves at a sort of crouch- 
ing walk. Finally, dusting off their hands, they carry their finds 
up to Amitin’s small desk to open negotiations. The sale may
